The case of the Commonwealth vs. 
Rod Johnson, charged with the killing 
«f John Kimberlin, was tried m Circuit 
Court last week and resulted in a ver¬ 
dict of not guilty. The trial occupied 
part of two days and the verdict was 
not a great surprise, as there was only 
one witness wno connected the defend¬ 
ant with the killing and his evidence 
was disputed by a number of eye-wit¬ 
nesses who were introduced by the de¬ 
fense. 

It will be remembered that Kimber¬ 
lin was killed at a negro dance last Feb¬ 
ruary Joe Reed and Rod Johnson were 
arrested and charged with the killing. 1 
At the last term of Court Joe Reed was ! 
found guilty and given five years in the J 
penitentiary. His case was aDpealed > 
and is now before the Court of Appeals | 
of Kentucky. Johnson acknowledged! 
having fired one shot on the night of the ■ 
killing but said that he did so to queli 
the disturbance. The jury was out on¬ 
ly about two hours before arri\ ing at| i 
* verdict. Commonwealth's Attorney j 
Hill and County Attorney Mayes conduc- j 
ted the prosecution and W F. Grigsby, 1

BEN JOHNSON 
IN LOUISVILLE 


10,000 VISITORS 
TO-MORROW 


[ Congressman Ben Johnson, of the 
Fourth District of Kentucky, reached 
Louisville Wednesday night from Wash¬ 
ington for an indefinite stay. Congress¬ 
man Johnson’s headquarters, room 50, 
“The Old Inn,” were crowded all morn¬ 
ing with State politicians who were dis¬ 
cussing with Mr. Jonnson his candidacy 
for the gubernatorial nomination He 
said that he knew of nothing new of a 
political nature. He <s oat to win the 
race for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor aud has taken time by the 
forelock in establishing headquarters 
i and placing J. Rogers Gore in charge. 

Aside from conducting his race for 
the governorship nomination, he will 
soon be busily engaged in a campaign 
for re election to Congress. 

Mr. Johnson visited Bardstown last 
week and was most enthusiastically re¬ 
ceived Sv the citizens of his home town. 
That bis candidacy for the gubernatorial 
nomination is certain seems to be borne 
out by reports from all over the State 
and that his election wUi follow would 
be but a fair prediction.

Expected in Frankfort at Capitol 
Dedication. 


The case of the Commonwealth vs. 
Erastus Holiday, charged with murder¬ 
ing Thos. Ward last November was 
called in Circuit Court yesterday and 
the following jury selected to try it: S.

The open 
ing statement for the Commonwealth 
was made by Mr. Hill and for the de¬ 
fence by Mr. 'McChord, after which the 
taking of testimony was begun. About 
fifteen witnesses wete examined for the 
prosecution, their testimony consuming 
the afternoon and most of the night 
session. The defendant himself was the 
a -only witness examined for the defense 
LgTlaat night. 

The theory of the prosecution, as 
\ gathered from the evidence yesterday, 
is that Holliday shot Ward with hut 
very little, if any provocation and dur¬ 
ing a scrimmage in which one man was 
equally as able as the other to take care 
of himself and tn which Ward was not 
armed, while the contention of the de¬ 
fense is that on the day of the killing 
Ward «as drinking and quarrelsome, 
and attacked the defendant who, in or¬ 
der to save his life, shot and killed 
Ward. 

The case will probably go to the jury 
some time to-day and the result of the 
jury’s ideliberations will De reported 
nevt week.

Amounts to $19,000,000—State 
Will Receive More 


WHAT IS GOING ON IN 
DIFFERENT SECTIONS OF 
THE COMMONWEALTH.

Frankfort, Ky.— Upon certification 
by Frank P. James, state auditor, to 
each sheriff in the state the amount 
of taxes that he must collect, undet 
the assessments as equalized by the 
state board Of equalization, collection 
of taxes will begin in the various 
counties in the state. The auditor’s 
force worked hard all day sending out 
the statements to the sheriffs and this 
is their authority for beginning the 
collection of taxes. Under the law no 
sheriff can collect taxes until the au¬ 
ditor has notified him of the amount 
charged against him in the auditor s 
office and this amount depends entire¬ 
ly on the final assessment made by the 
'ktate board’of equalization. 

The Increase in the assessment ot 
all property in Kentucky subject to 
equalization, which does not include 
bonds and property of that character 
and description, amounts to a total of 
$64,000,000. This is the increase over 
the assessments as made by the coun¬ 
ty assessors and equalized by the 
county board of supervisors. This 
means that the state will collect $:i20.- 
000 more than would have been col¬ 
lected If the figures of the county as¬ 
sessors had been accepted as final. 

The raise in Jefferson county 
amounts to about *19,000.000 and on 
this the state will collect about *90.- 
000 more than would have been col¬ 
lected under the valuations fixed by 
the county assessor of Jefferson The 
county will receive about $62,000 ad¬ 
ditional. so that the raise in Jefferson 
will cost the taxpayers of that county 
a total of about $152,000.

Frank fort, Ky., May 27.—Totals of 
the tax assessments ia the various coun¬ 
ties of the State have been completed 
by the clerk of the Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion and thev show that the total in¬ 
crease over the assessment of last year 
amounts to about $75,000,000, of which 
$61,000,000 was put on by the State 
Board of Equalization and the remain¬ 
der by the countv assessors and super¬ 
visors. The tottl assessment of 1910 
was $767 016.596 before equalization and 
after the State Board did its work the 
assessment totals about $828,000,000.

New Building Formally Opened With Elaborate Program 
Three Addresses Are Delivered At the Dedica- 
tion Exercises—Some Historical 
Kentucky Facts. 


Pint Permanent State Houee, Frark 
fort, Ky. Built 1793 and De¬ 
stroyed by fire 1813. 


Frankfort.—Every true Kentuckian 
viewed with heart full of pride the 
dedication of the new state capltol, 
for the capltol building of this grand 
old commonwealth la one of the finest 
in the United States and stands as a 
monument to the honesty and integrity 
of the people who made it possible. 

The capltol commission, composed 
of Gov. A. E. Willson. Treasurer E. 
Farley. Auditor Frank P. James, Sec¬ 
retary of State Bruner and Attorney 
General Breathitt, arranged the dedi¬ 
cation exercises. United States Sena¬ 
tor William O. Bradley delivered the 
principal address, and snort talks 
were made by Gov. WUlson, former 
Gov. J. C. W. Beckham and Mayor 
James H. Polsgrove, mayor of Frank¬ 
fort 

Building Opened for inspection. 

Following the formal exercises the 
building was opened for inspection by 
the public. Gov. Willson and the other 
state officials received during the eve¬ 
ning in the governor's reception room. 

The members of the 1910 general 
assembly were all present and the ma¬ 
jority of the members of the general 
assemblies of 1908 and 1908 who air 
propnated the money for the erection 
of the building were also present to 
rejoice with the citixens that

A touching feature of the exercises 
was the decorsting of the grave of the 
Rev. J. McCluskey Blayney in Frank¬ 
fort cemetery during the morning by 
a committee of the Frankfort Busi¬ 
ness Men's club, as provided by reso¬ 
lution of that body In recognition of 
his loyalty to and his exertions in the 
retention of the seat of government 
at Frankfort 

The grounds surrounding the capltol 
were not entirely completed, but the 
visitors got a fairly good Idea of the 
beauty of the approach to the building 
when completed. 

Some Historic Facts. 

On December 6, 1776, Kentucky 
County was established by Virginia 
out of Fincastle County. In the spring 
of 1783 Kentucky was erected Into a 
district and a “Court of Criminal as 
well as Civil Jurisdiction, coextensive 
with the district was erected." says 
Collins, the historian. The first court 
was held at HamnUburg the same 
year. 

First Convention in Danville. 

The first convention looking to the 
admission of the district Into 
the Union as a State was held 
at Danrille, December, 1784, and 
was composed of delegates from 
each militia company in the district. 
No definite results were secured, as 
the Virginia Legislature prescribed 
such restrictions as were not accept¬ 
able to the leaders of the district 

Much political excitement followed, 
and it was only after seven conven¬ 
tions were held that the eighth convo¬ 
cation secured such concessions from 
the mother state as were acceptable, 
and called the ninth convention to 
meet in Danville in April. 1791, to form 
a State Conatitutlon, Congress having 
on February 4, 1791, passed an act ad¬ 
mitting Kentucky into the Union. 

The First Constitution. 

The members of the ninth and final 
convention were elected in December. 
1791. met the following April, and 
formed the first constitution. This 
constitution was adopted by the people 
in May. 1792. and Isaac Shelby was 
elected governor. The legislature 
elected at the same time met at Lex¬ 
ington in June of the same year and

preme court, and in 1895 he was ap- 
j pointed by a Republican governor, 
‘ Levi P. Morton, a member of the ap- 
, peltate division. Upon the completion 
tof his first term as justice he was 
I nominated by acclamation to succeed 
I himself, both the Republican and Dem- 
I ocratic parties Joining in the nomina¬ 
tion. His re-election was. therefore, 
practically unanimous. Upon the

O'Brien was promoted to presiding 
Justice. Judge O'Brien's term would 
not have ended until 1915, but he re¬ 
signed from the bench In 1906 and be¬ 
came a senior member of the firm of 
O'Brien, Doardman & Platt, now 
O'Brien. Doardman. Platt & Littleton 
When the Equitable Life Assurance so¬ 
ciety underwent reorganization, the 
controlling stock of James Hazen

Cbesney, State Treasurer Henry Bos- 
worth and Atty. Gen. Hayes, together 
with Architect F. M. Andrews, decided 
that the grounds occupied by the old 
state house were not large enough, or 
that Its location in the center of the 
city was not a suitable place for the 
new building. 

Decide to Purchase New 8ite. 

Accordingly, in 1903, Gov. Beckham 
convened the legislature in extraordi¬ 
nary session to consider the matter of 
a new location. After some weeks' 
consideration it was decided to pur¬ 
chase a new site at the extreme south 
limit of South Frankfort, about a mile 
from the old, and an appropriation wss 
made to buy the forty or more acres 
selected. 

Ground was broken for the new 
building In 1906, and the magnificent 
building was completed and occupied 
in less than four years. It is one of 
the most complete and convenient 
Capltol buildtngs in the country, many 
persons who are familiar with public 
buildings throughout the United States 
pronounce It without a superior for the 
purposes for which it was erected. 
The Illustrations given herewith fur¬ 
nish but a faint idea of its grandeur, 
especially the interior views. The view 
from the front of the hall of the House 
of Representatives looking toward the 
Senate Chamber gives but a poor ex¬ 
pression of the marMe-and granite pil¬ 
lars and balustrades, arches and grand 
winding stairways, which command 
admiration of all who enter the mag¬ 
nificent vestibule for the first time. Tlie 
room where sits Kentucky's highest 
court is a marvel of beauty, but the 
architect and designer, seemed to con¬ 
centrate the power of his genius when 
he came to plan and decide upon the 
furnishing of the reception room as¬ 
signed to the governor for public occa¬ 
sions.
